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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

This Office Action is responsive to the applicants' reconsideration filed on Oct. 21, 2008. 
Election/Restrictions 

1. The election of the species of Figs. 5-6 filed on Jan. 11, 2007 is acknowledged; however, 
rendered moot in view of the allowance of a generic claim. Accordingly, the restriction 
requirement mailed on Dec. 7, 2006 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the allowance of the 
generic claims 1, 5 and 8, non-elected claims 2, 6, 7 and 9-12 have been rejoined with their base 
claims. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants' request for reconsideration of the rejection of the last Office action is 
persuasive and, therefore, the rejection of that action is withdrawn. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 5, 8 and 13: as pointed out by applicants' argument (see remarks 
section page 2-7), the cited references fail to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination 
including each of the first flow path and the second flow path has an inlet for pumping a gas at 
different pressures, wherein the inlet of the first flow path and the inlet of the second flow path 
extend to an outlet and wherein the inlet of the second flow path is isolated from the first flow 
path, and wherein the first and second flow paths converge to form a merged flow path. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
